Everywhere, thc^re were tragic stories of death, as b> 
sunders and residents mourned the worst aviation disaster 
in U.S. histor> . 

Michael Guss. an ambulance attendant, told of a woman 
and baby who died when a body fell through the windshield 
of their car. 

"A woman and a baby were getting into their car." he 
said. *‘Oiie body went through the windshield and killed the 
woman. Then there was i baby and It was crushed The bab> 
was dead ** 

Residents used garden hoses to douse the flames after 
the planes* wreckage set at least nine houses and two 
busims^ on fire 

"I annointed af least SO bodies myself." Re\ Thomas

Residents flee 
chlorine leak 

VANCOUVER (CP>—Police cordoned off a five-block 
area siUTOinidlng the intenecUon where two fkO-gallon 
chlorine gas canisters were spewing a cloud of the deadly 

gas. 

At least six. and as many as eight, persons were taken to 
hospital after breathing the gas, and police were evacuat 
ing residents living near the intersection of Main Street 
aiM Second Avenue in an industrial section of downtown 
Vancouver. 

Some of those affected were firemen wearing masks 
normally used to protect against smoke inhalation during 
fires. The full-face masks gn connected to oxygen contain¬ 
ers, however, some apparently leaked chlorine. 

Police evacuated some eearby residence.s. including 
a senior cidxen's home. All train traffic to and from the 
nearby CNR main passenger terminal was halted. 

Chemical experu were at the scene and were planning 
to pour a sealing foam ever the two canisters. Firemen 
were pouring water—both from ground level and from 
the roof of a nearby building—on the dense, yellow 
gas 

The incident began when a truck carrying several large 
* canbters of chlorine lost part of Its load when it stopped at 
the Interaction of Main and Second. At least five canis 
ters feH off the truck. One ruptured on impaci

Dollar still in decline 
as 85-cent barrier falls 


TORONTO (UPl) — The Canadian 
dollar Monday dropped through the 85 
cent U.S. mark for the first time since 
the Depression of the 19386. before gain 
ing slightly to ciuae one point above that 
level. 

After closing at 15.25 U,S. cents Fri 
day. its previous post-Depression low. 
the battered dollar Monday began trad 
ing .19 cent lower, then rose to 86.19 — 
its high point for the day. ' 

Shortly afterwards. hWeser. a spate 
of selling on nervous international 
money markets sent the dollar into a 
uilspln that brought it as low as 84.93 by 
mid-afternoon. 

Late profit-taking In the final two 
hours of trading boosted the rate to 85.01 
at the day's final transaction. 


Participants on Toronto trading floors 
said the latest decline accelerate when 
two big U.S. banks. First (Hiicago and 
First Pennsylvania, announced hikes in 
their prime rates. The moves followed 
F'riday's increase, to eight per cent, of 
(he discount rate set by the U.S. Federal 
Reserve Bank. Financial analy.sts said 
other major U.S. banks would soon fol 
low suit. 

Bank of Canada representatives, who 
usually enter the markets to buy up 
unwanted dollars when the currency's 
slide becomes too steep, apparently 
stayed out of Monday's action, allowing 
the law of supply and demand to set the

Marie, Ont., Rhodes was appointed Indus 
try and tourism minister in a January cabinet shuffle. 

Rhodes, who would have celebrated his 49th birthda> 
today, felt ill when he arrived Monday from Cairo to join 
Premier Davis. 

The minister had been holding trade talks in Cairo 

Instead of going with Davis to a luncheon with the Shah 
of Iran. Rhodes went to the Canadian ambassador's resij^ 
dencf complaining of nausea 

At first it was believed he was suffering from food poi 
^(MMiing, but several hours later, his condition worsened 
and .he was taken to hospital where he died 

A spokesman for Davis said the rest of the trip will be 
cancelled. Opposition Leader Stuart Smith described the 
rolnister as "one of the ablest and most warmly human 
members of the provincial legislature." 

Michael Cassidy. Ontario NDP leader, said Rhodes was 
a fair-minded, strong minister respecied on all sides of 
tbe legislature.

President Carter told the 
worid’i financial leaders 
Monday that *‘on my word of 
honor** the United States will 
fulfil pledges to fight Infla¬ 
tion, reduce its tram deficit 
and support the dollar. 

**lfy own reputation as a 
world leader is at stake, and I 
am committed and wholly 
determined to fulfil those 
pledges,** Carter told 3,500 
delegates from 135 countries 
atte^ng the joint annual 
meeting of the World Bank 
and the International Mone¬ 
tary Fund. 

liie president emphasized 
the need for global coKipera- 
tion, saying, **A contiihution 
is needed from every country 
here no matter how great 
and small, no matter how 
rich or weak.** 

As for America’s rOle, he 
said economic problems were 
*nhe most urgent priorities of 
my administration,*' and *'let 
there be no doubt in your 
mind about how seriously 1 
take those pledges that have 
been made on my word of 
honor and on behalf of the 
American people.** 

‘'Everyone understands 
the difficult struggle against 
inflation,*' Carter said. *‘My 


administration will continue 
the strugde until we succeed. 
There sml be obstacles and 
objections from special Inter¬ 
est groups along the way, but 
I will not stray.** 

Of his new trade promotion 
policy to be announced tdday, 
the president said, “The out¬ 
look for progress Is good. 
Some of the causes of our 
large trade deficit have al¬ 
ready been removed. Others 
are being removed.** 

Carter said he was deter¬ 
mined to bolster the Ameri¬ 


can dollar because it was 
Pliijbary importance to us 
and to you.** 

“We recognize that the dol¬ 
lar plays an important Inter¬ 
national role," he said, “and 
we accept that responsi¬ 
bility." 

The president received po¬ 
lite applause at the beginning 
and end of his speech, and 
was interrupted by hn ova¬ 
tion when ^ mentioned the 
results of the Camp David 
Mideast summit.

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The torpedoing 
of the Marguerite 

THE PEOPLE who were counting on the Prin¬ 
cess Merguerite to carry them to Seattle last ^ 
Saturday don't give a fig who was to blame 
for the labor dispute which scrambled her sched 
ule. 

What they will remember a week from now. 
a month from now and a year from now — and 
what they are bound to tell their friends is 
simply: don't count on the Merguertte. 

That is the eaaeDtial message which 
emerges for all of ns from the chaos which saw 
the Saturday afternoon spiling cancelled, res¬ 
cheduled and then cancelled again for lack of 
customs services. 

Did a supervisor in the ship's engine room 
instruct a union member to do a Job outside his 
jurisdiction? Did a union membw refuse to do 
something he should have done? We may never 
get an explanation we can trust. Regar^ess of 
blame, the damage is done The crecUbiltty of the 
Marguerite as a travel option has received a 
mighty bruising. 

What everyone involved with this ship — 
management, supervisors, crew — should 
remember is that the Marguerite is not an 
essential service. Without sufficient passenger 
traffic the Marguerite will sail too deep in the 
red for the government to justify keeping her at 
• work. The taxpayers will see to that. They wont 
stand to see their money used to keep her 
afloat while labor disputes are scuttling her. 

Someone, perhaps more than one. dldnt use 
common sense down there In the engine room. 
There has tot)e a better way to aettle labor 
disputes than by committing economic suicide. 

One for the road 

.\N AW ARD made last week by an Ontario Su¬ 
preme Court jury should have bartenders, beer 
parlor, pub and hotel operators right across the 
country quivering a little In their boots. 

The Jury awarded damages totalling $387,000 
to two children who were Injured in a car crash 
three years ago which saw their parents killed. 

The other driver, who had been drinking, 
w as held 85 per cent responsible for the accident, 
which took a total of three Uvea. But the Royal 
Canadian Legion was found to be 15 per cent 
responsible and ordered to pay 158,000 Into the 
court for the children. 

The jury was told that the guilty drtVer had 
been drinking beer at the Legion branch In 
Woodstock before the accident and later had in 
his blood at least twice the amount of alcohol 
required for an impaired driving conviction. 

The Legion branch was found partly to 
blame because It had not provided sufficient 
supervision of its patrons that day. With only one 
bartender on duty, the driver who later caused 
the fatal accident was allowed to drink too 
much. 

With this decision on the books and well-pub- 
liciied, bow long will it be before there is a 
alcohol-related driving fatality in Greater Vic¬ 
toria — where the one to blame had wobbled out 
of a local pub a little while beforehand? Bitter 
survivors are bound to try for similar court 
awards. Who can blame them?

Where America leads, the rest of the 
world tremblingly follows: many people 
elsewhere are staldna good money on 
the proapect that we wul all want to niah 
out and buy our own <^mputer. It 
sounds unlikely, but so did the hor8ele.s.s 
carriage. 

It started with hobbyists, men hap 
pleat with a soldering iron ip their 
hands, who built their own small com 
■puters with whatever electronic compo^ 
nents they could And. The challenge was 
to make the thing work and to learn to 
write simple programs rather than per 
suade the machine to do anything verv* 
useful. 

What changed the situation, in the 
U.S. to start with, was the arrival of the 
microproces.sor. By stacking electronic 
circuits into ever smaller packages, ai 
ever lower costs, the engineers nude 
poeaible the computer on a single chip of 
iflkon. 

Aa a direct result, a machine which 
IP or 15 years ago would have needed a 
generous research grant can now be 
bot^t out of petty cash. It la aa If you 
could go out and bib a amall, private jet 
for the price of a mint car.

cans are going to own two computer> 
each — one atbome and one at work.' 

Today there are maybe 750 byte 
shops in the U.S. (the name comes from 
a technical term In computing; one byte 
equals eight bits, the bit being the basic 
unit of information). Britain's ffrai, in 
Ilford, Essex, opened at the end of May 
and has since sold several hundred 
computers at prices ranging up from 
1280. 

The home computer will fit into the 
back of an average car and in ntpst 
cases consists of three separate bits; the 
computer itself, a standard audio cas 
sette recorder which is used to feed in 
the programs and a standard TV set 
which is used as a display. In some 
machines the display screen is integral 
ed with the computer and keyboard. 

Part of the success of the home 
(omputers is, ironically enough, in busi 
ness. Many small businesses have rea 
lized that a very small, inexpensive 
machine will do just about as much for 
them as a mini-computer specifically

The byte shops have helped, by dis¬ 
pelling the mystique of computers 
Bayers can wander In. fiddle with the 
machines, gradually persuade them 
selves that they can manage a com 
puter. Many buyers make several visits 
before deciding to buy. 

The mighty Texas Instruments, 
whose entry into the calculator market 
a few years ago washed away a host of 
the small companies who had pioneered 
the product, is poised to announce a 
home computer which many observers 
believe will dominate the market, al¬ 
though T1 has so far revealed little 
about it. 

But information which has crept out 
'suggests that the T1 borne computer will 
sell from $600 upwards lo the VS. and 
will include a far more sophisticated 
memory, on the so-called ‘‘floppy 
disci,'* than the existing geneVatlon 
which use cassette tape-recorders. If 
this It even half trun, a lot of the 
edmpetition Is going to find the going 
haro. 

Now for the awkward ooeatioo: what 
can homo computers do? So far, ac¬ 
cording to Amorican aurvdyi, more 
thaa half the machines are bought by 


hobbylsu, who use them either as an 
interestliig toy or to play sophisticated 
v'erslons of the electronic TV games. 

A second category of use might he in 
education, using pre-projnqfmmtd 
courses of instruction. And fmally, the 
home computer can be used for balanc¬ 
ing the cheque book, keeping track of 
household accounts and Income tax 
details, controlling the central heating 
and even as an electronic diary, storing 
appointments, birthdays and the like. 

Most of ua. of course, manage to do 
most of these things already without the 
help of computers. Salesmen some¬ 
times lament that the home computer is 
a tool looking for something to do. 

One person with no doubts at all is-a 
di.sabled former British soldier. Chick 
Smith, who broke his neck while servira 
in Germany in 1959 and has been immo^ 
bilized ever since. A few months ago 
he bought a computer. 

He can operate the keyboard with a 
rubber-tipped chopstick held in his 
mouth, and says that the computer 
“has opened up a new world I didn’t 
know exiated.” 

“For diaabled people the computer 
opens op much wider fields of opportu 
nity,*' he says.

BRUSSELS — An embar 
rassing resolution bv the 
United Nations' Human 
Rights Commission "to pra 
mote the normalization of 
family life of migrant work¬ 
ers ... by their re-unlon" 
illustrates the anxiety of 
western Europe over foreign 
poverty In its midst. 

The commission of the Eu 
ropean (immunity (EC) 
here Is promoting some mod¬ 
est proposals for a gradual 
sharing of political rights 
with (he rrafdent foreigners, 
at least to local government 
level. The commission also 
wants them to have an auto¬ 
matic right to bring in their 
families, as proposed by the 
Human Rights Commission. 
But these proposals are dog¬ 
gedly resisted by the nine 
member governments which 
have been on the retreat from 
the increasingly vocal ex¬ 
treme rightist political move 
menta which thrive on eco 
nomic Insecurity and which , 
Hoek the compulsory repa 
tnation of the foneigners. 

The EC governments pri 
vately acniowledge that 
their foreign “guest" work 
era and their families — an 
economically exploited and 
culturally diverse commu¬ 
nity of about II million people 
lacking political rights ~ are 
here to atay. But few of them 
have the political courage to 
admit in the present climate 
of tension caused by mount 
ing unemployment, that the 
very pretence of a large and 
permanent oommuntty de 
prived of any political repre 
sentation undonnlnet the os 
aentlal premises of 
democracy.

Inquest told of mixup

A mixup over syringes re 
suited In a patient in critical 
condition at Royal Jubilee 
Hospital being given a dosage 
about twice the recommend 
ed maximum, a physician 
testified Monday. 

Dr. Jacob Sturmwind was 
testifying at an inquest Into 
the death of Galliano Giovan¬ 
ni Plccoli, 72. who died Sept. 
17 shortly after being admit¬ 
ted to Royal Jubilee Hospital 
for a suspected heart attack. 

According to Royal jubilee 

K thologlst Dr. Jack Cbttrell. 

ccoli died of a coronary 
thrombosis, a blood clot 
which plugged one of the ar¬ 
teries feeding the heart. 

He also had evidence of se¬ 
vere heart disease, including 
an enlarged heart, hardening 
of the arteries, and scarring 
of heart tissue from previous 
heart attacks. 

Sturmwind was on call that 
weekend for Dr. Jeffrey 
Ainsworth, Piccoli’s regular 
physician, and when Plccoli 
described his symptoms over 
the telephone—a heavy 
pressure in the chest, and 
shortened breathing—Sturm¬ 
wind told him to go to the 


Doctor gave patient twice 
the recommended dosage 


emergency room at Royal 
Jubilee Immediately. 

At the hospital, Sturmwind 
checked his vital signs and 
found slightly elevated bIhod 
pressure and a fast, irregular 
pulse. After again talking 
with Plccoli. Sturmwind con¬ 
cluded that he was having a 
heart atUck, but asked for 
further laboratory tests to 
confirm the condition. 

While waiting for tbe test 
results to arrive. Sturmwind 
began administering a glu¬ 
cose solution intravenously, 
and also attached leads for an 
electrocardiogram (ECG). 

The ECXt showed an irregu¬ 
lar electrical rhythm in the 
heart Which, if not treated 
rapidly, could lead to loss of 
heart function. 

To correct the situation, 
Sturmwind testified that he 
asked the attending nurse for 
a syringe loaded with 100 mil¬ 
ligrams of Xylocaine, com¬ 
monly used as a local anaes¬ 
thetic. but also useful in 
restoring normal heart 
rhythm in such siUitations 


when injected intravenously. 

The syringe that he was 
given had an unusual shield 
on it which prevented it from 
beiqg used to inject directly, 
and after being given a sec¬ 
ond such svrfn^ by the 
nurse, who also did not know 
how the syringe was to be 
used, Sturmwind asked for an 
empty syringe and a bottle of 
Xylocaine. which he Intended 
to load himself. 

After being told that only 
the preloaded syringes were 
available, Sturmwind noticed 
that they fitted neatly into a 
port in the Intravenous line, 
and he began to inject the 
Xylocaine that way. 'Two mil- 
lip'sms for each kilogram of 
body weight is the normal 
dosage, he told the court, 
meaning that Plccoli. who 
weighed about M kilograms, 
could receive a maximum of 
180 milligrams. 

Sturmwind testified that he 
intended to inject between 80 
and 100 milligrams, but 
began with about 38 milli¬ 
grams to see if Plccoli had 


any reaction to the drug. In 
addition, he said, some of the 
Xylocaine was spilled on tbe 
floor because of a poor seal 
between the syringe and the 
needle. He estimate that he 
had Injected 30 to 38 milli¬ 
grams of the drug. 

He waited a short while for 
any reaction, and when Plc- 
coli said he was feeling faint, 
he decided not to give him 
any more of the drug, al* 
though he attributed the 
faintness to other causes, 
since the dosage was. he 
thought, quite low. 

He learned later that the 
preloaded syringe contained 
one gram of Xylocaine, II 
times the amount which he 
had asked for. Instead of 30 to 
38 milligrams, he had inject¬ 
ed 300 to 380 milligrams of 
Xylocaine. twice the maxi¬ 
mum recommended dosage 
of the drug for a person of 
Piccoli’s weight. 

A few minutes after receiv¬ 
ing the injection, Piccoli went 
into convulsions, at which 
point Sturmwind put out an 


emergency call for special¬ 
ists in internal medicine and 
cardiology, and asked the 
emergency room physician. 
Dr. Norman Olson, to assist. 
Olson inserted a tube into 
Piccoli’s airway to help his 
breathing, and .Sturmwind 
applied external heart mas¬ 
sage, after the ECG showed 
that his heart was slowing. 
■Tan milligrams of Valium 
wjs also administered to con- 
trel the convulsions. 

The ECG at first showed 
that a regular heart rhythm 
had been re-established, but 
a short while later it de¬ 
teriorated again. Attempts 
by the doctors to revive Wc- 
coli failed, and he was pro¬ 
nounced dead at 10:30 p.m., 
about 1>4 hours after he had 
entered the hospital. 

The inquest was adjourned 
until Oct. 4. when Sturmwind 
will be cross-examined by 
lawyer William C. McCon¬ 
nell. representing the Regis¬ 
tered Nurses Associaton of 
B.C. Also at that time, the 
results of posthumous blood 
tests requested from a Van¬ 
couver laboratory may be 
avji^ble. 

The inquest wiil continue at 
7:30 in the Smali Claims 
Court of the Victoria Law

Too much for welfare says banker 


SUDBURY (CP) — A bank official says 
Pierro Trudeau is a socialist prime minister 
whose government's expensive social welfare 
programs are at the heart of Canada’s current 
economic iilneas. 

Doitf Gardiner, vice-chairman of The Royal 
Bank of Canada, atid in an interview Monday 
that the country's ll-year-old Liberal govern¬ 
ment has avoided tough economic problems by 
taking the easy political way out, through in- 
croaaed public spending. 

Gardiner said the Canadian government has 
a reputation among the tntemational Investment 
community for too much wtlfaro apondlng. 

He said Canada may have to undergo higher 


unemployment before confidence in the Cana 
dian dollar and economy will be restored 

He added that Canadians have lived beyond 
their means and have run up a per-capita debt 
50-per-cent greater than In the United States. 

Since governments in Canada have tried to 
spend their way around economic criaia, highdr ' 
unemployment than the present level might be a 
necessary evil, he said. 

He chaiieiiged the country's labor commu¬ 
nity to ''give a day's work for q day's pay" as its 
contribution to righting the economy. 

Gardiner urged business to work bard and 
live within Its means and restore investor confi¬ 
dence here and abroad.

League champions Not¬ 
tingham Forest, whose man¬ 
ager Brian Gough has al¬ 
ready taken a strong ktand 
against the obscene Wanting 
heard at most matches, took 
the most dramatic stand. 

The club published the 
names and addresses of 10 


convicted "supporters** 111 
the ^lub program in an effort 
to shame them. 

Arsenal, Coventry City and 
Burnley also took steps to 
lessen the problem of vio¬ 
lence on the terraces and the 
singing of obscenities. 

At Coventry* the home 
team and visiting Leeds Unit¬ 
ed both handed out "Peace** 
wristlets to fans, and the 
electronic scoreboard kept 
flashing the messaga: "No 
abuse pleaae." 

Arsenal, whose supporters 
have been heavily criticized 
for swearing, printed a mes¬ 
sage in their program telling 
the hooligans; "We don’t 
want you."

After he played out his op¬ 
tion at Minnesota, he was a 
widely sought-after player, 
finally signing a five-year 
contract for 12.7 million with 
the Angels last Nov. |1. 

Bostock was visiting rela¬ 
tives in Gary after the Angels 
had played Chicago White 
Sox and was riding srith an 
uncle and two women when 
he was shot 

As Bostock’s body was 
flown back to Los Angeles, 
murder charges were filed 
against Leonard Smith, 31.

She was 
apparently the target, police 
said, and was hit ^ some of 
the shotgun pellets. Bostock 
was hit in the temple. Mrs.

M.' V. Chesnut’s 
Garden Notes 





Storing the onion crop has always 
been something of a problem with me. 
You can*t Just dump them in a pile In a 
comer of the basement, or even in a bin 
— they have to be in something, and 
preferably up off the floor where they 
will be perfectly dry. At one time 1 was 
able to scrounge enough of these onion 
sacks made of netting from our comer 
grocer, but when he realized I was using 
his free gifts as a means of avoiding the 
purchase of his wares, this source dried 
up. 

I found a solution to this problem in a 
iiulc Italian food shop on the San Fran¬ 
cisco waterfront. The smells in that 
dark little store were entrancing — a 
blend of dried herbs. Parmesan chee.se. 
Genoa salami and peppers, all overlaid 
with the pungent odor of great ropes of 
dried onions hanging from the ceiling. 

These roped onions intrigued me and 
1 looked them over carefuily. When the 
proprietor saw my interest ^ he was 
truly one of nature’s gentlemen — he 
took one apart for me to show the 
method of roping. 1 have used his sys¬ 
tem ever since. 

Lengths of hemp clothesline rope 
were used, about four and a half feet 
long. You put a good knot in the lower 
end, and whip the upper end Into a loop 


and hang it on a nail or hook in the 
rafters. The dried foliage is left on the 
onions to provide the ties. 

You start at the bottom of the rope, 
holding the knot with the left band. Hold 
the tip of the onion top against the rope 
with the left thumb and wind the onion 
around the rope so the weight of the bulb 
hanging down will bind the tie. Do the 
next onion in the opposite direction and 
hook the second onion over the first so 
that neither can untwist. 

Go right up the rope in this way. 
alternating the direction in which the 
onion tops are twisted around the rope, 
and ail of them will stay secure. 

In removing onions f^m the rope for 
use in the kitdieii, start at the top and 
take them off in twos. If you remove a 
single onion, the second onion will un 
twist and faU, but the remainder will 
remain secure. 

Small onions can be bunched and tied 
on to the rope, while specimens with 
only a stubby top may be lashed on with 
a length of twine. 

Suspended freely from the rafters, 
with lots of fresh air circulating around 
them, the onions remain hard and free 
from rot and mildew through the winter 
months. 

With all the arguments which have 


been mustered in favor of crop roUtion, 
I still think there is one vegetable which 
is best grown on the same piece of 
ground year after year — the onion 

The onion rows are usually the best 
cultivated and the most generously 
manured part of the garden — or should 
be — and after a high degree of fertility 
has been built up, I can’t see the point of 
abandoning the site and starting all over 
again elsewhe^. 

Use only the bulky kinds of manure 
in preparing next year’s onion site, such 
as good ripe compost or old rotted farm 
yard manure. Chemical fertilizers are 
not as well suited to this crop, for the 
texture of the soil is more important 
than its chemical content. 

A good formula for growing prize 
onions is to use one wheelbarrow load of 
old rotted manure to four square yards, 
supplementing this with six tablespoon 
fuls of sulphate of potash and two of 
sulphate of iron per square yard; che- 
iat^ Iron or Green Garde micronized 
iron may be substituted for the iron 
sulphate to some advantage. 

Digging should be really deep the 
first year, with these additives mixed 
thoroughly throughout the soil, while 
normal depth of digging or rototilling 
will suffice thereafter

We had meant to .stay clear 
of the usual tourist targets on 
our trip, but from Salinas it is 
only 32 kilometres to Mon¬ 
terey, and it would have been 
more posturing to bypass as 
beautiful a sight as Monterey 
Bay. 

Besides, I wanted to see 
what had happened to John 
Steinbeck's C^ner>' Row. 
my wife thougnt it might be 
fun to go window shopping in 
Carmel, and for dinner we 
could choose from a wealth of 
storied reataurants. 

Of all the California towns 
that have given up industry 
and gone quaint for a living. 
Carmel is the most beguiling. 
In fact, I suspect Carmel was 
bom quaint and never 
worked for a living at all, 
though It used to be inhabited 
by dubious bohemians who 
painted bad seascapes or 
made lopsided clay pots and 
oicupied rustic houses on 
Streets without sidewalks in 
the wooded hills, living on 
free love, cheap wine and 
groceries from Safeway or 
the AAP. 

It hadn't changed much, we 
saw. driving tl^ugh shady 
back streets thaT^elled of 
salt air and pine, Ulce a good 
after-shave: but/no bohe¬ 
mians lived here anymore, 
unless they paid handymen 
and gardeners to keep every- 
thihg looking tidy. Carmel is 
a viUaga that reflects a vigi¬ 
lant dvic pride In keeping 
things the way they were, and 




one could guess that this bu 
colic serenity is the product 
of stormy town meetings that 
have not always stopped 
short of bloodshed. 

Carmel’s shopping street, 
divided by its pretty park¬ 
way, was scrawl with cars 
and pedestrians. The shops 
wera small and smart. Win¬ 
dows artfully displayed the 
necessitlet of life: chic frocks 
and lingerie, Jewelry, tennis 
rackets and running shoes, 
luggage, haberdashery, wine 
and dellcateesen. and bad 
seascapes and lopsided pots. 

There were souvenir 
stores, but even these seemed 
to be under some constraint 
to keep the kitsch out of the 
windows, so the worst we saw 
was the usual line of vulgar 
T-shirts. My wife was about 
to buy three of these, for our 
grandchildren, each with the 
same lament across the 
chest; ‘'My grandpa and 
grandma went to Carmel but 
all I got was this dumb T- 
shirt.” Fortunately, my taste 
prevailed. 

We turned in at a side 
street where I stopped at the 
window of a sporting goods 
store, amused — not to say 
inspired — by a man’s T-shirt 
with this motto on the chest: 
“I will 1 will will improve I 
will I wiU 1 will.” 

It seemed to bd Just wliat \ 
needed at the moment, and I 
waa going Into the store to see 
if they had one In a medium. 


but my wife had crossed the 
street to look at the menu in 
the window of a cafe called 
Charlle-O’s. and was beckon 
ing to me. After ail. I realized 
with a surge of compassion, 
she hadn’t had a bite, except 
for a handful of Famous 
Amos cookies, since her 
trucker’s breakfast at the pit 
stop outside Paso Robles. 

Charlie-O’s was one of 
those warm and aromatic lit¬ 
tle cafes a man could live in, 
drinking wine and writing the 
Great American Novel in a 
back booth. We had a plate of 
guacamole Vera Cruz and I 
had the blackboard special 
and my wife a dish of Ger 
man sausages in a yogurt 
sauce. Our waitress wore a 
tank top. turquoise leotard 
and blue denUn skirt and was 
very Jolly. 

In the evening we drove 
down to Cannery Row to see 
the setting of John Stein¬ 
beck’s bawdy and beloved 
novel. He had described Can¬ 
nery Row as **a poem, a 
stink, a grating noise, a qual¬ 
ity of li^t, a tone, a habit, a 
nostalgia, a dream ... tin 
and iron and rust and splin¬ 
tered wood, chipped pave¬ 
ment and weedy lots and Junk 
heaps, sardine canneries of 
corrugated iron, honky tonks, 
restaurants and whore¬ 
houses. and little crowded 
grocers ... 

I didn’t even try to find a 
parking place. The canneries 
were sail there; soma of them 
may still have been canning 


fish. But most had turned into 
exotic restaurants, with sou 
venir shops in between. Can 
nery Row had gone over. As 
Solvang had found tourism 
more profitable than milk 
cows. Cannery Row had 
found it more profitable than 
sardines. 

I didn’t look for Doc's ia 
boratory or the Palace Flo¬ 
phouse or Lee Chong’s gro 
eery or Dora’s Bear Flag 
sporting house. Poor Dora 
and her girls — Phyllis Mae 
and Eva Flanegan and Elsie 
DoubleboCtom (who broke a 
leg on the roller coaster at 
.Santa Cruz and was out nf 
action for a while). 

There would be nothing left 
but ghosts of that wonderful 
gathering of "whores, pimp^. 
gamblers, and ’ sons nf 
bitches” — otherwise known 
as "saints and angels Ind 
martyrs and holy men” who 
had jdven Doc the most riot 
ous birthday party in Ameri 
can literature (and I've al 
ways believed it really 
happened). 

Out of respect for Steinbeck 
and Doc, and Dora, we left 
Cannery Row behind and had 
a very good Mexican dinner 
at Conseulo's, in a fine old 
two-story Victorian house re¬ 
furbished with white paint 
and red wallpaper. 

In the morning we set out 
for Oakland. I have always 
had a feeling for Oakland, 
perhaps because. like Los 
Angel^. it is so poorly spo 
ken of. 


Sydney 

Harris 
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(While Mr Harris is vacationing, we 
are reprinting columns from his latest 
book.

’’Almost everything happens to you 
if you live long enough.” This is what a 
wife old maa of my acquaintance told 
me many years ago, when 1 came to him 
wKh tome problem that was bothering 
me at the time. 

U ia a simple sentence I have never 
forgotten. And it is remarkable how 
comforting that thought can be in times 
of street or crlsU. The only way to avoid 
trouble is to avoid living. 

Americans, particularly (because 
they have been so favored by itograpliy 
an<l history), tend to think or \nt at a 
series of problems and solutions. But 
lest fortunate peoples, in other parts of 
the world, know better. Life Is not a 
series of problems and solutions it Is a 
predicament. 

There are tome problems that have 
no solutions Thcrr tr* »ome questions 
that have no answers. There are some 


situations that roust simply be lived 
through, and cannot be worked out. 

It is this kind of acceptance, of sto¬ 
icism, that seems to be lacking in the 
ebullient American nature. They cannot 
bring themselves to believe that life is a 
predicament, and not a group of net 
eouations that they can solve satisfacto¬ 
rily. Thi8.it at true In their national 
outlook as It is In their personal view¬ 
points. 

Part of their reeiatance. and resent¬ 
ment. and frustration about the present 
world situation springs from tMs atti- 
tudt. They simply cannot believe that 
the continuing crisis in international 
affairs cannot he solved or resolved by 
turning the right key, or taking the right 
posture or being more aggressive, or 
being more conciliatory. 

Yet. all the roellatic evidence poinu 
to the fact that Americans art going 
through a kmg period in which there are 
no satisfactory solutions. The Russians 
cannot be wished away, or frightened 
away, or talked away, or even fought 


sway. They are here, and Americans 
are here, and the alternative to living 
together — in some uneasy symbiosis — 
is surely dying together. 

This is what Americans find so unpa¬ 
latable: that they are no longer the sole 
masters of their own destiny, that thev 
are caught up in a web of history, and 
they cannot act with the freedom and 
boldness they have long been accus 
tomed to. Control of atonic flasion gave 
them unprecedented power — but it also 
made them the slaves of its conse¬ 
quences. 

The world is now balanced pre¬ 
cariously on the edge of a precipice 
SOrvival calls for delicacy, for the ebil 
itv to sustain the tension without fight or 
flight. We have no answers, bc^usc 
new questions have been propounded b> 
scientific breakthroughs. The ultimate 
lest of Americans* maturity may con 
slat in their willingness to accept the 
predicament, and to treat H with tact, 
not with cowardice or bravado.

Long putt in sudden death wins title 


NAPA. Calif. (AP) - Tom 
Watson, plavina on the 
course where be launched his 
professional Rolf career 
seven years ago, shot into the 
lead with an eagle on the fifth 
hole Sunday and coasted to 
his fifth tournament title of 
the year with a final-round 67 
in Napa’s $200,000 tour 
event. 

IV 2a-year-old Watson led 
by six strokes after posting 
his fifth birdie of the day at 
the 15th hole, took his second 
bogey at the 16th and paired 
the final two holes to finish 
with a 72-hole total of 270, 
three strokes ahead of Ed 
Sneed, who closed with a 70. 

**lt certainly was a much 
easier victory than others 
I’ve had recently,*' said Wat¬ 
son who got his eagle three on 
the SSl-yard fifth with a M- 
foot putt. 

Watson was under 70 all 
four rounds of the tourna¬ 
ment at the Silverado Coun¬ 
try Club. His 27i total was one 
over the tournament record 
set by 1071 winner Billy Ca¬ 
spar. 

Watson received 140,011 
after Sunday’s round over Sil¬ 
verado’s O.OTO-yard, par-72 
course. 

He increased his 1070 tour 
raminfi to 0142,410, virtually 
assuring hhnself of a second 
(onsectttive money-winning 
title, and he has won 11,102,- 
:t01 since joining the tour 
playing in Napa’s 1071 tour¬ 
nament. 

Barrv Jaeckel, winner of 
the Tallahassee Open earlier 
this year, finished in third 
place with a 271, five strokes 
over Watson’s 18-under par 
total. 

Bob Zender, Bob Gilder, 
Orville .Moody and D.A. 
Weibring tied for fourth at 

276. 
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Watson, who won $310,000. 
on the tour last year, already 
has put toMiher the best 
back-to-back seasons of fi¬ 
nancial success by a golfer. 
With a good finish in next 
weekend^ $300,000 World Se¬ 
ries of Golf in Akron. Ohio, he 
would break Johnny Miller's 
PGA single-season money¬ 
winning record of $313,021. 

Miller is going through 
hard times now ai^ his trou¬ 
bles were compounded Sun¬ 
day when he had to disqualify 
himself from the tournament 
on his home course. The for- 
.mer tour superstar, who has 
won just $17,440 this year, 
was six strokes off the lead 
after three rounds but dis¬ 
covered he had signed for an 
Incorrect score, a If Instead 
of a 71, on Saturday. 

Watson began the final 
round in a tie for second, one 
stroke behind Jay Haas 
whose lead disappeared with 
two early bogeys. 

Jim Nelforu of Burnaby 
and Toronto’s George Knud- 
son both finished the tourna¬ 
ment with 204 totals and 
earned $111 each. Nelford 
shot a final round 72 and 
Knudson a 72.

HAZARD TO WIFE 


PITTSBURGH (UPI) — A sutiaticita has completed a 
stuffy Indicating that non-amoking women married to 
MnAng husbands die an average of four years earlier 
than those whose husbands don’t smoke. 

Gus Miller, statistician at Edinboro State College, says 
•«lhe study proves soK^alled ‘‘passive smoking” is harm¬ 
ful. 

The Tobacco (nMitute, however, diacouitts Miller's 
findings as “bordMng on non<sclence.” 


Miller, long an antUrlgareUe advocate, obtained death 
records for Erie County, Pa., for the years 1072 
1075. 

Miller and his assistuCs interviewed sorvivors of the 
deceased and recorded detailed informadon on smok 
ing habits, wort habits, moral health and weight, and 
spouses’ smoking habits. Tlie study only considered hus¬ 
bands who were condnuous smokers, not those who start¬ 
ed late or quit early. 


After more than 8,000 interviews, Miller separated the 
non-srooklBg women tnte two groups—those married to 
regular smokers and those married to men who never 
smoked. 

He computed the average age at death for wives of non- 
smoking men at 70.8 years, compared with 74.7 years for 
women married to smokers.

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Quebec report urges 
end of male taverns ^ 


QUEBEC (CP>-That last 
refuM of the male chauvin- 
isL m tavern, will disappear 
from the Quebec scene within 
three years if • proposal by a 


government study group is 
approved. 

The study, released Mon¬ 
day by Ju.stlce Minister 
Marc-Andre Bedard, recom- 
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mends that no new tavern 
permits be granted and cur¬ 
rent permit-holders be given 
three yean to convert to 
other types of establish¬ 
ment. 

Taverns, which serve draft 
and bottled beer to men only, 
have been under attack for 
years by women’s groups 
who say they discriminate 
against half the population. 

The report makes 98 
recommendations to simplify 
the process of issuing permits 
and streamline liquor laws in 
the province. Bedard said 
legislation will follow consul 
tation with interested parties 
this fall. 

Opening hours would be ex¬ 
tended to include all holidays 
and would be uniform for all 
permits, from 8 a.m. to 3 
a m., seven days a week. 

Bars currently are open 
these hours but Uvems and 
brasseries now are only per 
mitted to serve alcohol until 
midnight six days a week 

The sfudy group also sug 
gests permitting brasseries 
to sell wine as well as bottled 
and draft beer and cider as 
they may under the present 
law. 

There are 760 licensed 
brasseries, which serve both 
men and women, In^the prov 
ince while there remain 739 
men-only taverns. 


iTRights watchdog part-time 

^ Funds shrink, liberties group economizes 


The B.C.avil Liberties As- 
sociaikNi—the peoples 

watchdog against abuse by 
lawmakers and the criminal 
justice system—hat had to 
cut^k to a part-time opera¬ 
tion because of lack of 
funds. 

Dr. Reg Robson, soclolog>' 
professor at the University of 
British Columbia and spokes¬ 
man for the association, said 
Monday from Vancouver that 
federal and provincial gov¬ 
ernment sources had ’“dried 
up,” forcing the group's two 


emplo>'ees in Vancouver to 
become part-time workers. 

Robson said the asaocla- 
tlon’s executive director now 
worked two days a week and 
a secreury worked one day a 
week; 

The BCCtA has been 
operating since 1982 and sur¬ 
vived the first six years on 
membership fees alone. 

The association began get¬ 
ting financial aid and 
reached a peak In funding 
and help in 1974 or 1975, Rob¬ 
son recalled, when the annual 


budget was |14S,9I9 and there 
were 14 or 11 employees. 

From there, the support 
declined. The year after, for 
instance, the annual budget 
dropped to $115,919. 

This year, Robson contin¬ 
ued, the organization re¬ 
ceived its funds from mem¬ 
bership fees of $10 a year ($2 
for special-category mem¬ 
bers unable to afford the full 
fee) for the 308 to 490 signed 
members, donations, a grant 
from the city of Vancouver, 
and a minimum of $100 a year 


from the 20 to 30 organiza¬ 
tional members. 

Robson speculated that the 
reason the federal govern¬ 
ment dropped its (Inancial 
support was the recent econ¬ 
omy drive. 

As far as the provincial 
government’s rejection was 
concerned. Robson said, the 
present .Social Credit regime 
was “less supportive of com¬ 
munity organizations” than 
the NDP government. 

However, he said, organi¬ 
zations rarely got told why 


Grits see referendum 
over strikes, unions 



REGINA (CP)—A referen¬ 
dum on a proposal to end 
Strikes and to do away with 
laws allowing workers to bt 
compelled to join unions 
would probably be held next 
June if a Liberal government 
w as elected in Saskatchewan 
on Oct. 18, Liberal leader Ted 
.Malone said Monday. 

He told a news conference 
that as premier he would ask 
Saskatchewan residents 
whether they wanted all 
strikes replaced wHh com¬ 
pulsory andtration before a 
labor-manafement 


He would also ask whether 
current laws under which 
workers might have to belong 
to unions to obtain employ¬ 
ment should be retained.

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The Liberals have already 
promised a referendum on a 
proposal to cut $50 million 
from the provincial budget, 
reducing government ser¬ 
vices accordingly. 

Malone said that to de- 
creaae the chances of Indott- 
rial disputes, the Liberals 
would eaubllsh a labor rela- 
tiona board madt up of per¬ 
sona approved by the legisla¬ 
ture a^ given tenure of 
office. 

”We will enact legislation 
to solve disputes in essential 
services affecting the health 
and safety of Saskatchewan 
people by means other than 
through strikes,** Malone 
said. 

Essential services losing 
the right to strike would In¬ 
volve policemen, firemen and 
hospital workers, who would 
be guaranteed basic stan- 
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dards in wages, hours of work 
and safety. 

Malone said a labor rela¬ 
tions board would be em¬ 
powered to order cooling-off 
periods of up to 00 days in any 
strike or lockout situation. 

He promised industry-wide 
bargaining hi the construc¬ 
tion industry, and the labor 
relations board would *Mm- 
posc the ume termination 
dates-for contracts where 
each group of employees is 
affected by the other.” 

He also promised a study to 
“determina whether such de¬ 
vices aa union repre s e n tation 
on boards of directors and 
manadatory profit-sharing 
plans for employees would 
aid in facilitating a better 
employer-employee relation¬ 
ship and. if so, pass the neces¬ 
sary legislation to bring this 
about.” 

Malone said referendums 
would be needed to make the 
proposed changes because a 
provincial government often 
is elected with less than 50 
per cent of the popular vote, 
and people vote along party 
lines.

Shift paper 
all rubbish, 
say police 


The head of the Canadian 
Police Association and the 
B.C. Federation of Peace 
Officers has called the recent 
B.C. Police Commission re¬ 
port on 12-hour shifts “rub¬ 
bish** which doesn’t reflect 
reality. 

CpI. Phil Jamieson of the 
Saanich police made his 
views known on the 29-page 
report prepared by special 
projects officer Dorthea 
Atwater and presented re¬ 
cently to the conference of 
Canadian police commissions 
In Vancouver. 

The report said longer 
shifts might lead to home ten¬ 
sion and marital problems 
for police officers, particu¬ 
larly in cases where men and 
women officers worked to¬ 
gether. 

Nine municipal forces, In¬ 
cluding all five in the Greater 
Victoria area (Victoria. 
.Saanich, Oak Bay, Esquimau 
and Central Saanich), and 
eight RCMP deuchments in 
B.C. have adopted the new 
shifts. Under the 12-hour shift 
system, officers usually work 
two night shifts, take one day 
off, work two day shifts ai^ 
then have four days off. The 
officers also accumulate 
extra hours which work out to 
a further day off every six 
weeks. 

Jamieson, who wasn’t 
available for immediate 
comment on the report be¬ 
cause be was attending the 
Canadian Police Association 
conference in (Juebec, said 
there was a 20- to 99-per¬ 
cent marria^ breakdown in 
tho profession “no matter 
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whit shifts they’re work¬ 
ing.” 

He called the report highly 
suppositional and said he did 
not accept the unilateral ap¬ 
proach which the report 
took. 

Jamieson said the police 
commission didn't even have 
the courtesy to give police 
unions a copy of the report 
and that be only got a copy 
“through the back door.'* 

He called a “pile of junk” 
the report’s contention that 
management had been 
“painted into a comer” on a 
number of issues, one being 
the flexibility of employ¬ 
ment. 

*’U's totally unfair to blame 
policewomen for marriage 
breakdown.” Jamieson said. 

He said the concept of the 
entire report was “complete 
ly wrong.”

In Hs key 
industries, the study said, an 
estimated 140,900 Jobs de¬ 
pended on sales to other prov¬ 
inces and "a healthy piWln- 
cial economy is vital to 
sustain another 226,000 man¬ 
ufacturing Jobs." 

Lalonde noted that other 
premiers had already reject¬ 
ed Premitr Rene Levesque's 
plans for Quebec's as-yet-un- 
defined "independence with 
economic asaociatioo" with 
the other provinces. He said 
if Quebec separated. It would 
have to bargain Its entire 
trade relatkmship with the 
other provinces. 

"If Quebecers opted for in¬ 
dependence, the next day 
would not be business as 
usual. It’s the reality that the 
other provinces would then 
be negotiating in their own 
interests,” Lalonde said. 

"The study indicates an in¬ 
dependent Quebec ... would 
be In a poor position to de¬ 
mand cQDcessions of the rest 
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of Canada. In fact, it would bt 
dirricult for It to retain the 
protection it now receives 
from foreign compcttUon.” 

The study on manufactured 
goods was made by the fi¬ 
nance department and the 
departmeat of regkmal eco¬ 
nomic expaookm, using trade 
figures that were "precIst 
and have never been chal¬ 
lenge,” Ulonde said. 

"lltey are not political 
pamphlets. They are serious 
Hludles that 1 hope will load to 
reasonable, intelllgooi , de¬ 
bate.” Lalonde said further 
Studies on other aspects of 
^ Quebec's posltkm in Canada 
would be released, "possibly 
one or two more In the next 
few months.” 

Highlights of tho first study 
showed: 

• Ontario, Western Canada 
and the Maiitimes were a far 
more important market for 
Quebec than Quebec was for 
the other nine provinces. 
Quebec shipped 99 per cent of 
Its manufactured goods to 
other provinces In 1974 for a 
trade surplus of more than $1 
billion. 

• Ontario, the market for 
26 per cent of Quebec's man¬ 
ufactured goods, depended 
more on the markets of West¬ 
ern and Atlantic Canada than 
Quebec. It shipped only 11.6 
per cent of Its manufactured 
output to Quebec in 1974. 

• If QMbec separated,

• Quebec did not penetrate 
foreign markets as effective¬ 
ly as other prosinces "and 
this could further affect Que¬ 
bec's ability to keep pace in 
the future." 

• Quebec's trade surplus in 
manufactured goods with the 
other provinces was depen¬ 
dent "almost entirely" on the 
province's highly protected 
traditional Industries, espe¬ 
cially textiles and clothing. 

• If Quebec separated, 
"the other regions could seize 
upon the ensuing realignment 
to reduce consumer prices by 
allowing In leas expensive 
foreign imports."

(CP)—The 
federal government's newest 
office building was officially 
opened Monday with iU 
builder, Robert Campeau. 
defending the controversial 
project as "a good deal for 
the federal government and a 
good deal for Campeau Cor¬ 
poration." 

As Urban Affairs Minister 
Andre Ouellet and other local 
federal and municipal politi¬ 
cians looked on, Campeau 
launched Into an attack on 
critics of the transaction that 
gave his company the con¬ 
tract to build the |159-mlllipn 
Les Terrasses de Is Chau- 
d/ere without tenders being 
caUed. 

He denied the plan to build 
on the site across the river 
from Ottawa was the result of 
inside Information. And he 
said that contrary to allega- 
tioos of his critics, his com¬ 
pany had owned the land for 
the project before negotia- 
tiooa b^an with the govern¬ 
ment In 1974. 

"At times, negotiations 
were almost hostile." he said. 
But they had culminated in a 
project being completed on 
time and within its budget— 
"a good deal for the federal 
government arid a good deal 
for Campeau Corporation." 

Also on the platform for the 
official opening were Jean 
Pigott (PC—OtUwa-Carie- 
ton), whose party has called 
for a public Inquiry into the 
project, and Jocelyne Ouel¬ 
lette. Parti Quebecoit MNA 
for Hull and provincial minis¬ 
ter of public worts. She has 
been highly critical of federal 
expropriatloii of housing in , 
Hull to make way for new 
office buildlatf and roads. 

Tho opposition raised a fuss 
in the Commons last year 
over the Terrasses project 
under which the federal gov¬ 
ernment would lease close to 
two million square feet af of 
flee space for 35 years, then 
have the right to purchase the 
building. MPs demanded to 
know why nb tenders were 
called. 

It was ilirred up again in 
the spring when Douglas 
Fullerton, former chairman 
of the National Capital Com¬ 
mission, said senior govern¬ 
ment officials had opposed 
the deal in 1974, but that it 
had been pushed through be¬ 
cause of (^ropoau's "first- 
claaa polUical c onnections." 

FulierUm said the massive 
Terrames project was "the 
final straw" that led to a 
massive vacancy rate of of¬ 
fice space in downtown Ot¬ 
tawa. 

Public Works Minister 
Judd Buchanan said last year 
that the government's plan to

The struggle of Super-Valu 
cashiers to get equal treat¬ 
ment with male employees Is 
continuing after a full year of 
bickering. 

Although the women have 
won some contract conces¬ 
sions, they are still hoping 
that the new Human Rights 
Commission will continue 
with its complaint to the 
branch, which has asked 
Ubor Minister Alan Wil 
liams to appoint a board of 
inquiry. 

According to Super-Valu 
spokesmen, the minister has 
said there will be no boa^, 
but neither Super-Valu em¬ 
ployees. nor the commission 
members, have had notice of 
refusal. 

The province-wide com¬ 
plaint started about a year 
ago In Port Alberni. when 
cashiers complatBed that 
they were being laid off be¬ 
fore male employees who had 
less seniority. 

Before the human rights 
branch workers started an 
investigation, the women 
went through union griev¬ 
ance procedures, and after 
arbitration it was ruled that 
there had been no violation of 
the union contract. 

**In spite of that," said 
branch worker Sheilagh Day, 
••We felt that there were 
other Issues of hiring prac¬ 
tices and pay that covered 
the entire ^per-Valu opera¬ 
tion.- 

The Information was 
passed on to the human rights 
commission, and members 
decided to take a province¬ 
wide complaint to the 
branch. 

••It*8 probably the broadest 
complaint the branch has 
ever been involved in. In the 
sense that we were working 
not just with one store, but 
with the entire chain," she 
.said. 

There were four Issues. 

The commission claimed 
that hiring practices were 
discriminatory, since all 
women were hired as cash¬ 
iers, and there was no pros¬ 
pect of promotion out of that 
category. Only men were 
hired as general clerks, who 
were eligible for promotion. 

••Apparently It didn't mat¬ 
ter what kind of work you 
asked for," said Day. ••!! was 
a case of job segregation at 


the door--aa absolute divi¬ 
sion of position." 

The second complaint 
centred around promotion, 
with higher positions avail¬ 
able only to people in the 
male-only general clerk’s po 
sitlon. 

‘•At that time there was 
absolutely no way for a 
woman to move from cashier 
to general clerk. There was a 
Berlin Wall and no mecha¬ 
nism to allow women to climb 
over." 

There were also pay differ¬ 
entials, depending upon 
whether a person worked full 
or part time, which the com¬ 
mission could see no justifi¬ 
cation for. 

The seniority question was 
the basis for the fourth com¬ 
plaint. 

What was happening, said 
Day, was that although the 
contract said that people 
would be laid off on a basis of 
store seniority, management 
was Interpreting that as se¬ 
niority within a classifica¬ 
tion. Tljat meant that women 
working as cashiers were 
being laid off before men in 
the general clerks category', 
even though the women had 
more store seniority. 

••Some senior women in th^ 
stores said that the rigid dis 
tinctlon was a reasonably 
new thing over the last few 
years," said Day. 

Although no progress was 
made through the human 
rights branch, during bar¬ 
gaining sessions manage¬ 
ment and union agreed on a 
new clause that allowed 
women to move into the gen¬ 
eral clerks position if they 
took an eight-week training 
program. 

"Only women had to go 
through this training pro¬ 
gram, men coming in 
through the door coiM go 
straight into the general 
clerk's category," said Day. 

But. she said, a new prob¬ 
lem came up. After 26 months 
in the general clerks classifi¬ 
cation, women loot their 
cashier classificatkm and at 
the same time lost the senior¬ 
ity they had accumulated in 
that classification.

Breach of trust 
draws jail term 


Paul Douglas MacRae, 25.

months in jail for what Judge 
Leslie Cashman considered a 
breach of trust. 

A jury last week found 
MacRae guilty of breaking 
and entering with intent to 
steal at the Royal Bank of 
Canada, Douglas and Pan¬ 
dora branch, where he let 
himself In after hours with a 
key he was issued as a clean¬ 
ing man. 

The court said he had been 
employed in a position of 
trust, having the keys to a 
number of businesses and in- 
stitutiofis in his possession. 

*Tt was your duty when you 
ended your employment to 
return those keys," Cashman 
said. 

Crown counsel R.A. Mulli 
gan noted MacRae had been 
convicted of a number of 


criminal offemes since 19«9 
in his former home of Sarnia. 
Ont . and of po.ssessing mari 
Juana in Portage la Prairie. 
Man. 

The bank offence was com¬ 
mitted while MacRae was on 
bail awaitjng trial for break 
ing and entering, counsel 
said. 

Defence counsel Patrick 
Sweeney suggested that the 
three months MacRae had 
spent in jail awaiting trial 
slmuld be taken into account. 
The only explanation the ac¬ 
cused could offer was that it 
was a drunken act in an at¬ 
tempt to get at liquor he 
' believed to have been kept in 
a bank lounge. 

Cashman said he was con¬ 
sidering the three months, 
but only to shorten sentence 
and not substitute for it. The 
term will be served in Van¬ 
couver Island Regional Cor¬ 
rection Ontre.

VANCOUVER (CP)—Police cordoned off a five-block 
area surrounding the intersection where two l$$-gailon 
chlorine gas canbters were spewing a cloud of the deadly 
gas. 

At least six. and as many as eight, persons were taken to 
hospital after breathing the gas. and police were evacuat¬ 
ing residents living near the intersection of Main Street 
ai^ Second Avenue in an industrial section of downtown 
Vancouver. 

Some of those affected were firemen wearing masks 
normally used to protect against smoke inhalation during 
fires. The full-face masks are connected to oxygen contain¬ 
ers. however, some apparently leaked chlorine. 

Police evacuated some nearby residences, including* 
a senior citizen's home. All train traffic to and from the 
nearby CNR main passenger terminal was halted 

Chemical experts were at the scene and were planning 
to pour a sealing foam over the two canisters. Firemen 
were pouring water—both from aground level and from 
the roof of a nearby building—on the dense, yellow 
g*» 

The incident began when a truck carrying several large 
canisters of chlorine lost part of its load when it stopped at 
the interaction of Main and Second. At least five canis¬ 
ters fell off the truck. One ruptured on impact

Dollar still in decline 
as 85-cent barrier falls 


TORONTO iUPl) - The C:anadian 
dollar Monday dropped through the 85- 
cent U.S. mark for the first time since 
the Depression of the 1930s. before gain 
ing slightly to close one point above that 
level. 

After closing at 85.25 U.S. cents Fri¬ 
day. Its previous post-Depression low. 
the battered dollar Monday began trad 
ing .10 cent lower, then rose to 85.19 — 
its high point for the day.. 

Shortly afterwards, however, a spate 
of selling on nervous international 
money markets sent the dollar nMf a 
tailspin that brought It as low as 84.93 by 
mid-afternoon. 

Late profit-taking In the final two 
hours of trading boosted the rate to 85.01 
at the day's final transaction. 


Participants on Toronto trading floors 
said the latest decline accelerated w hen 
two big U.S. banks. First Chicago and 
First Pennsylvania, announced hike.s in 
their prime rates. The move.s followed 
Friday’s increase, to eight per cent, of 
the discount rate set by the U.S. Federal 
Re.ser\e Bank. Financial analysts said 
other major U.S. banks would soon foi 
low suit. 

Bank of Canada representatives, who 
usually enter the markets to buy up 
unwanted dollars when the currency's 
slide becomes too steep, apparently 
stayed out of Monday's actimk allow ing 
the law 6f supply and demand to set the 
dollar's rate.

TEHRAN, Iran (CP) — John Rhodes, a respected and 
witty cabinet minister touted as a possible successor to On 
urio Premier William Davis, died Monday of a heart at 
tack in an Iranian hospital. 

A former mayor, policeman and broadcaster in his 
native Sault Ste. Marie. Ont., Rhodes was appointed Indus 
try and tourism minister in a January cabinet shuffle. 

Rhodes, who would have celebrated his 49th birthday 
today, felt ill when he arrived Monday from Cairo to join 
Premier Davis. 

The minister had been holding trade talks in Cairo. 

Instead of going with Davis to a luncheon with the Shah 
of Iran, Rhodes went to the Canadian ambassador's resi 
dence complaining of nausea 

At first it was believed he was suffering from food poi 
soning, but several hours later, his condition worsened 
and he was taken to hospital where he died. 

A spokesman for Davis the rest of the trip will be 
cancelled Opposition Leader Stuart Smith described the 
minister as "one of the ablest and mo.st warmly human 
members of the provincial legislature." 

Michael Cassidy. Ontario NDP leader, said Rhodes w as 
a fair-minded, strong minister respected on all sides of 
the legislature.

NANAIMO — The on-again. 
off again federal-provincial 
agreement on the planned 
Duke Point port complex ap 
pears to be up in the air 
again. 

A press conference called 
by Comox-Aibemi's Liberal 
MP Hugh Anderson Was post 
poned Monday morning an 
hour before its 16 a.m. start. 

It had been expected that 


the press conference was 
being called to announce the 
federal treasury board's de¬ 
cision on Duke Point fund¬ 
ing. ^ 

However, a week ago at the 
Vancouver Island Social 
Credit party convention here. 
Premier Bennett pledged 
that B.C. would not wait be 
yond this week for the federal 
government's funding deci¬ 
sion on Duke Point. 

Anderson said Monday that 
he could not disclooe why it 


was necessary’ to cancel the 
conference. 

He said he expected it 
would be reschedule. 

Planning for the Duke 
Point project began several 
years ago, after the Nanaimo 
Harbor Commission was un¬ 
successful in its plans to ex¬ 
pend the city's downtown 
harbor facilities. 

These plans were cut short 
when en>ironmentali8ts pro¬ 
tested the downtown plans. 


Duke Point was suggested 
at that time as an alternative 
and the commission began 
making plans for a port facil¬ 
ity there. 

However, commission offi¬ 
cials were frustrated In their 
attempts to put together the 
necessary government ap¬ 
provals and grants and the 
B.C. Development Corp. took 
over the development Job for 
the Duke Point project. 

BCDC pre^nted its plans 
m«tl 


at public 


itings and re- 


ceiN-ed rezoffing for the 
project from the Nanaimo 
council. 

The 32^acre site at Duke 
and Jack points was bought 
from MacMillan Bloedei 
Ltd., whose Harmac pulp 
mill is located south of the 
planned complex. 

Last April it was an¬ 
nounced that the federal gov¬ 
ernment had agreed to pro¬ 
vide $16.5 million in funding, 
dependent on the prov’incial 


government contributing the 
serviced land for the port fa- 
ciiities. 

Federal-provincial nego¬ 
tiations on the project have 
been going on since April, 
and Nanaimo has been regu¬ 
larly treated to rumors that 
an announcement of the final 
go-ahead on the project was 
imminent. 

A week ago at the conven¬ 
tion in Nanaimo. Bennett an¬ 
nounced that the province 


would nA wait beyond the 
first of this week for the fed 
eral government's decision 
on Duke Point. 

*'We’ll go ahead with the 
project and bill them later." 
he said. 

It has been estimated the 
project could employ as 
many as 1,800 workers when 
completed. 

In addition to the deepsea 
berths, the project was to in¬ 
clude an in^strial and com¬ 


mercial park, which could 
house up to three sawmills 
and a petroleum products 
tank farm. 

Doman Industries Ltd. has 
already announced that it 
would buy two of the project's 
indu.strial sites — one for a 
sawmill and another for pes 
sible pulp mill use. 

Work has been going on at 
the site all summer. Land 
clearing is nearly done and 
blasting work will level the 
site.

However, becausq^^e 
ID section is comprised of 
two members on provin¬ 
cial strength and one 
member on municipal 
strength, RCMP officials 
have approached the 
municipality with a view 
to working out a cOst- 
shtfing arrangement.

The total space amount.s 
to 6,075 square feet, of 
which about 1,500 square 
feet is used for cell ac¬ 
commodation. 

The ID takes up another 
IJOO square feet, leaving 
some 3,375 square feet for 
the main operation 
centre.

Mill Bay. 

In a letter to the regional 
board, she said: "Within a 
three-mile stretch, there is 
nothing but used car lots, 
junk stores, antique stores — 
you name It, It's there. 

"This all tends to have peo¬ 
ple slowing down, looking, 
and pulling off the highway, 
while others are trying to 
pass, going at maximum 
speed. Notwithstanding the 
driving hazards, it is getting 
more unsightly each day. 

"We talk about keeping 
B.C. green, and yet we allow 
the front door to our travel¬ 
ling tourist to look like any 
approach to a U.S. city." 

Mrs. Lowman complained 
that although "we have plan¬ 
ners in the Cowlchan Valley, 
their hands are tied" when 
they try to keep commercial 
enterprise off "our front and 
main roads." 

She said that within one 
block of Nightingale Road, 
"there is Maxwell's Used and 
Junk Car Lot. Lindai Homes 
(an outlet for prefab houses), 
a taxidermist, big boat-build- 
ing complex and another

She said she realized that 
she lived in unorganized ter¬ 
ritory, but asked the CVRD:

MANAGUA, Nicaragua (UPI) — NIcara 
guan officials said Monday that President 
Somosa has accepted a U.S. offer to help 
arrange peace Ulks between him and bi.s 
political opposition. 

But the officials denied that roving U.S. 
ambassador William Jorden, in Nicaragua 
as PresMent Carter's special envoy, had 
asked Somosa to resign. 

A communique issued after Jorden left for 
Panama following a meeting with Somoaa 
on Monday morning said the government 
had “accepted the friendly co-operation of 
the United States offered through special 
ambassador William Jorden for the purpose 
of helping in the search for peaceful solu¬ 
tions (of the Nicaraguan crisis) with the 
participation of interested political opposi 
tion groups.” 


Somoza's press secretary. Rafael Cano, 
denied reports that Jorden had asked Somo- 
za to resign in response to demands by the 
business community, which is leading a 
general strike against the unpopular presi¬ 
dent’s rule. 

“‘That is false.” he said, adding such a 
U.S. request would run counter to all public 
positions taken by the Carter administra¬ 
tion. 

In an efffort to return the country to 
normal despite martial law, curfews and 
press censorship, the education ministry 
Monday ordered all schools to re-open.

Residents flee 
chlorine leak 


VANCOUVER (CP)—Police cordoned off a five-block 
area surrounding the Intersection where two lOO-gallon 
chlorine gas canisters were spewing a cloud of the deadly 

gas. 

At least six, and as many as eight, persons were taken to 
hospital after breathing the gas, and police were evacuat¬ 
ing residents living near the intersection of Main Street 
and Second Avenue In an industrial section of downtown 
Vancouver. 

Some of those affected were firemen wearing masks 
normally used to protect again.st smoke inhalation during 
fires. The full-face masks are connected to oxygen contain 
ers, however, some apparently leaked chlorine. 

Police evacuated some nearby residences, including 
a senior citizen’s home. All train traffic to and from the 
nearby CNR main passenger terminal was halted 

Chemical experU were at the scene and were planning 
to pour a sealing foam over the two canisters. Firemen 
were pouring water—both from ground level and from 
the roof of a nearby building—on the dense, yellow 
gas. 

The incident began when a truck carrying several large 
canisteri of chlorine loat part of lu load when it stopM at 
the intersciion of Main and Second. At least five canis¬ 
ters fell off the truck. Gne ruptured on impact

The Doig and Blueberry 
Indian bands, which 
owned the land until 
1945. filed suit last week 
against the federal gov¬ 
ernment, claiming that 
the mineral rights 
should have been held 
for their benefit. 

George Clelland, a veter¬ 
an, said: “‘There’s no 
way that any shyster is 
going to say that we 
screwed the Indians.

The land now commands 
leases that provide for 
surface rights bonuses 
of $12,089 and up and 
royalties of^up to 18 per 
cent of gross produc¬ 
tion.

’’Now, we have simply 
parked the deliberations we 
had this afternoon ” 

Andraa said he hoped the 
Ouellet meeting would lead to 
a resumption of full-scale ne¬ 
gotiations between the gov¬ 
ernment and the union. 

An official said Monday the 
union had agreed to suspend 
the rotating strikes for 24 
hours starting at midnight 
Monday night. He said they 
would reconsider their ac¬ 
tions after that if talks were 
continuing.

Dollar still in decline 
as 85‘Cent barrier falls 


TORONTO (UPI) - The Canadian 
dollar Monday dropped through the 85- 
cent U.S. mark for tha first time since 
the Depression of the 1830s. before gain 
ing slightly to close one point above that 
level, ^ 

After closing at 85.25 U.S. cents Fri¬ 
day, its previous post-Depression low. 
the battered dollar Monday began trad 
ing .10 cent lower, then rose to 85.19 — 
its high point for the day 
Shortly afterwards, hWever, a spate 
of selling en nervous international 
money markets sent the dollar into a 
tailspin that brought it as low as 84.93 by 
mid-afteimoon. 

Late profit-taking in the final two 
hours of trading boosted the rate to 85.01 
at the day's final transaction 


Participants on Toronto trading floors 
said the latest decline accelerate when 
two big U.S. banks. First Chicago and 
First Penn.syi\ anla. announced hikes in 
their prime rales. The moves followed 
Friday's increase, to eight per cent, of- 
the discount rate set by the U.S. Federal 
Reserve Bank. Financial analysts said 
other major U S. banks would soon fol 
low suit. 

Bank of Canada representatives, who 
usually enter the markets to buy up 
unwanted dollars when the currenc} s 
slide becomes too steep, apparently 
stayed out of Monday's action, allowing 
the law of supply and demand to set the 
dollar's rate, Toronto market sources 
said.

Iran (CP) — John Rhodes, a respected and 
witty cabinet minister touted as a possible successor to On 
tario Premier William Davis, died Monday of a heart at 
tack in an Iranian hospital. 

A former mayor, policeman and broadcaster in his 
native Sault Ste. Marie, Ont., Rhodes was appointed Indus 
try and tourism minister in a January cabinet shuffle. 

Rhodes, who would have celebrated his 49th birthda> 
today, felt ill when he arrived Monday from Cairo to Join 
Premier Davis. 

The minister had been holding trade talks in Cairo 

Instead of going with Davis to a luncheon with the Shah 
of Iran, Rhodes went to the Canadian ambassador's resi 
dence complaining of nausea. 

At first it was believed he was suffering from food poi 
soning. but several hours later, kis condition worsened 
and he was taken to hospital where he died. 

A spokesman for Davis said the rest of the trip will be 
cancelled. Opposition Leader Stuart Smith described the 
minister as “one of the ablest and most warmly human 
members of the provincial legislature.” 

Michael Cassidy. Ontario NDP leader, said Rhodes was 
a fair-minded, strong minister respected on all sides of 
the legislature.

Inquest told of mixup 


By PAUL DE GROOT 


A mixup over syringes re¬ 
sulted In a patient In critical 
condition at Royal Jubilee 
Hospital being given a dosage 
about twice the recommend 
ed maximum, a physician 
testified Monday. 

Dr. Jacob Sturmwind was 
testifying at ah inquest into 
the death of Galliano Giovan¬ 
ni PIccoll, 73, who died Sept. 
17 shortly after being admit¬ 
ted to Royal Jubilee Hospital 
for a suspected heart attack. 

According to Royal Jubilee 
pathologist Dr. Jack Cottrell. 
Piccoli died of a coronary 
thrombosis, a blood clot 
which plugged one of the ar¬ 
teries feeding the heart. 

He also had evidence of se¬ 
vere heart disease, including 
an enlarged heart, hardening 
of the arteries, and scarring 
of heart tissue from previous 
heart attacks. 

Sturmwind was on call that 
weekend for Dr. Jeffrey 
Ainsworth, Piccoll’s remlar 
physician, and when Piccoli 
deMTibed his symptoms over 
the teiephonie—a heavy 
pressure in the chest, and 
shortened breathing—Sturm¬ 
wind told him to go to the

Victoria, to decide whether 
he wants to become a super- 
numorary judge or to remain 
a full-time judge.

Goulet said the system In 
which Cantelon hears traffic 
cases In an informal atmo¬ 
sphere without prosecutors 
or defence lawyers present 
should cut down the load In 
the courtrooms. He expects 
between II and 36 cases a day 
can be heard by the court 
referee. 

Cantelon will deal only with 
cases which do not involve 
any prison term on ronvic 
tlon 


emergency room at Royal

At the hospital. Sturmwind 
checked his vital signs and 
found slightly elevated blood 
pressure and a fast, irregular 
pulse. After again talking 
with Piccoli, Sturmwind con¬ 
cluded that he was having a 
heart attack, but a.sked for 
further laboratory tests to 
confirm the condition. 

While waiting for the test 
results to arrive, Sturmwind 
began administeting a glu- . 
cose solution Intravenous!^ 
and also attached leads for dn 
electrocardiogram (ECG). 

The ECXi showed an irregu¬ 
lar electrical rhythm in the 
heart which, if not treated 
rapidly, could lead to loss of 
heart function. > 

To correct the situation. 
Sturmwind testified that he 
asked the attending nurse for 
a sy ringe loaded with 100 mil¬ 
ligrams of Xylocalne, com 
monly used as a local anaes¬ 
thetic, but also useful in 
restoring normal heart 
rhythm in such situtations 


when injected intravenously 

The syringe that he was 
given had an unusual shield 
on it which prevented it from 
being used to inject directly , 
and after being given a sec¬ 
ond such syringe by the 
nurse, who also did not know 
how the syringe was to be 
used, Sturmwind asked for an 
empty syringe and a bottle of 
Xylocalne. which he intended 
to load himself. 

After being told that only 
the preloaded syringes were 
available, Sturmwind noticed 
that they fitted neatly Into a 
port in the intravenous line, 
and he began to inject the 
Xylocalne that way. Two mil¬ 
ligrams for each kilogram of 
body weight Is the normal 
dosage, he told the court, 
meaning that Piccoli, who 
weighed about 90 kilograms, 
couki receive a maximum of 
IMO milligrams. 

Sturm^nd testified that he 
intended to inject between 50 
and 100 milligrams, but 
began with about 35 milli¬ 
grams to see if Piccoli had 


any reaction to the drug. In 
addition, he said, some of the 
Xylocalne was spilled on ihe 
floor because of a poor seal 
between the syringe and the 
needle. He estimated that he 
had injected 30 to 35 milli¬ 
grams of the drug. 

He waited a short while for 
any reaction, and when Pic¬ 
coli said he was feeling faint, 
he decided not to give him 
any more of the drug, al¬ 
though he attributed the 
faintness to other causes, 
since the dosage was. he 
thought, quite low. 

He learned later that the 
preloaded syringe cohtalned 
one gram of Xylocalne, 10 
times the amount which he 
had asked for. Instead of 30 to 
35 milligrams, he had Inject 
ed .100 to 350 milligrams of 
Xylocalne, twice the mgxi 
mum recommended dosage 
of the drug for a person of 
PlccoH’s weight. 

A few minutes after receiv¬ 
ing the injection. Piccoli went 
into convulsions, at which 
point Sturmwind put out an 


emergency call for special¬ 
ists in internal medicine and 
cardiology, and asked the 
emergency room physician. 
Dr. Norman Olson, to assist. 
Olson inserted a tube into 
Piccoli's airway to help his 
breathing, and Sturmwind 
applied external heart mas¬ 
sage. after the ECG showed 
that his heart was slowing. 
Ten milligrams of Valium 
was alsojdmlnistered to ctNi- 
trol the convulsions. 

The ECG at first showed 
that a regular heart rhythm 
had been re-established, but 
a short while later it de¬ 
teriorated again. Attempts 
by the doctors to revive Pic- 
c^l failed, and he was pro¬ 
nounced dead at 10:30 p.m., 
about 1'/^ hours after he had 
entered the hospital. 

The inquest was adjourned 
until Oct. 4. when Sturmwind 
will be cross-examined by 
lawyer William C. McCon¬ 
nell, representing the Regis¬ 
tered Nurses A.s.sociaton of 
B C. Also at that time, the 
results of posthumous blood 
tests requested from a Van¬ 
couver laboratory may be 
available.

Oak Bay Manor ran Into none of the 
expected objection at a public hearing Mon¬ 
day night as It woo Its long-awaited muni¬ 
cipal approval to operate 150 long-term care 
beds. 

Council voted unanimously to amend the 
zoning bylaw necessary to increase the 
maximum personal care beds from 90. The 
combined retirement and rest home had 
been operating 150 such beds anyway with 
an interim licence. 

Aid. Shirley Dowell, who said earlier that 
she would ensure a turnout Monday of 
objectors, ended up voting approval of the 
bylaw, along with four other aldermen. 

No last-minutt attack was mounted 
against the move, although Mrs. Dowell. 
Aid. Peter Bunn and Aid. Neil Swainson 
.subjected manor senior vice-president D. 
James Dodd and administrator Margaret 
Reynolds to a tough line of questioning. 

The main concerns were proper care for 
those occupying the beds ano assurance 
that the manor’s other function—living ac¬ 
commodations for permanent residents— 
wouldn’t be cut in the future to make room 
for more care bed facilities. 

Bunn showed signs of anger when he 
asked Mrs. Reynolds how many registered 
nurses were on duty at night and was told 
there were seven “during the course of 
the day.’* 

*i just want answers to my specific 
questions.” he said. 

“How many at night’?” 

Mrs. Reynolds said there was one. Later 
she told the Colonist she had meant “one 
graduate, although there are other people on 
duty-nurses* aides and orderlies” 

Bunn drew from her the fact none of the 




nurses had special training in The field of 
geriatrics. 

In the end Bunn said he was supporting 
the bylaw change on the understanding 
that the proper provincial authority would 
continue to monitor the standard of care 
at the manor. 

At an MrOer meeting Doug Watts 
had said council’s responsibility ended with 
zoning, that care standard.^ were the Juris¬ 
diction of health authorities. 

Few had anything to say from the floor 
during the hearing. One man said his 
mother had received good care at the 
manor. 

A permanent resident said he was con¬ 
cerned that changing times and economic - 
conditions might cause the operators to 
reduce the permanent living quarters in 
the future In favor of larger care bed facili 
ties. 

It would be especially hard on those who 
had sold their homes and furniture on 
retirement to take up residency in the 
manor, he said. 

Under que.stioning from council. Dodd 
said he couldn't predict what would happen 
five years from now, but that the manor had 
every intention of maintaining it.s perma¬ 
nent living quarters. 

Reminded by Mayor Brian Smith that the 
manor had been contravening the zoning 
bylaw by housing 150 long-term care pa 
tients. Dodd said he was sorry this had 
happened, but that it had been necessary 
simply as a matter of administering to 
health need.s.
